Traveling as comets do In very elon- 
gated ellipses, with the sun Id one of 
the foci, as the attracting point Is 
vailed, most of their Journey is spent 
In slow uneventfulness far away from 
the hearth of the system— hearth Is 
fust what the word focus means. They 
lire then small globular aggregations, 
sluggish and dim— a little roundish 
nebula in look. Such they appear 
when first descried in the telescope 
coming In from space, for they are 
rarely seen at all until they have en- 
tered within the orbit of Mars.
